The nu de b ody of a girl, presu m­ 
ab ly ab ou t fifteen y ears old and in a 
state of partial decomposition, was 
fou nd at noon today in a woods b e­ 
longing to Matt Schorr, ab ou t 
fou r 
miles northeast of this city . The dis­ 
covery was m ade b y Mr, and Mrs 
My ere of Woosu ng, who were b u n t­ 
ing hickory nu ts on the farm, and 
immediately Sheriff Delaney and the 
other Oregon cou nty officials were 
notified of the discovery , 
inasmu ch 
as the spot where the b ody was dis­ 
covered is in Ogle cou nty . 


Ey ing in a Ravine, 
The b ody , which is of a well ma­ 
tu red girl, was ly ing face downward 
in a ravine and was partially jam ­ 
med u nder the roots of a tree, which 
had b een washed away b y water ru n­ 
ning throu gh the ravine. 


The condition of the b ody is su ch 
as to indicate that if has b een there 
ab ou t two weeks. 
The knee« 
are 
drawn u p u nder the b ody , one arm 
is dou b led hack u nder it and the oth­ 
er lies forward and u pward. 
The 
b lond hair was evidently taken down 
and is wrapped ab ou t the neck. 


There was ab solu tely no clothing 
on tin* b ody and althou gh a thorou gh 
search of the woods was made b y the 
crowd which qu ickly gathered as the 
news spread, and Sheriff Reid 
and 
Depu ty Sheriff Phillips of this city , 
who answered the first call that was 
pent ou t, no clothes of any kind wore 
fou nd. 
Roily Not Moved, 


Inasmu ch as the Ogle cou nty offi­ 
cials had not arrived at the Schorr 
farm, which is directly west of the 
Thomas Page property , the b ody was 
not tou ched 
and inasmu ch as 
the 
girl’s face is downward a des rip- 
t’ion of the featu res was not ob tain­ 
ab le. 


Fou nd at Noon. 


Mr. and Mrs 
My ers of Woosu ng 
made the ghastly 
discovery at ju st 
ab ou t tlie noon hou r. They had b een 
nu tting in the woods du ring the fore 
noon 
and had gotten over into the 
Schorr place, 
which is isolated and 
su rrou nded b y u nderb ru sh. 
Iti b is 
efforts to cross the ravine 
Mr. Mvers glanced down into 
the 
ditch, which is ab ou t fou r feet, deep, 
and saw the b ody jammed u nder the 
roots of the tree. Me <li 1 not tou ch 
it b u t immediately notified Mr. Pare, 
whose hou se is nearb y , and 
word 
was sent to b oth Oregon and Dixon. 


Not F a r From Read. 
The place where the b ody wag die 
covered is ab ou t sixty rods from the 
Pine Creek road, which ru ns north 
and sou th at this point. There is 
a 
private driveway into the 
pa 'u ie 
b u t it is seldom u sed and the field 
has not b een u sed for some Gnu ex­ 
cept as a pastu re. 


Ey ing in Water. 
It is evident that 
the b ody 
had 
b een in the ravine du ring some of j 
the recent rains, as settlements show 
where the water has hen hir b r than 
at present. The head of the girl when 
she was fou nd, 
in a small pool j 
of water, which fu rther b affled any ) 
effort whatever to get a glimpse of 
the featu res. 


Crowd Gathered at Scene. 


The news of the grewsome discov­ 
ery attracted a large nu mb er of peo­ 
ple and many Dixonites visited the 
scene of the su icide or m u rd e r this 
afternoon.
